WasHINGTON, July 16.—[Special.J]—Judge 
made a great speech before the tariff re- 
form clab of Baltimore last evening.

Judge Crisp began by explaining the method 
of the reform party in the last campaign. In

‘hich enabled them to do business whether 
’ they had a constitutional quorum or not. Under 
the rules, the voice of the minority is-silenced ; 
- by the arbitrary and unprecedented rulings 
of the speaker the right of offering amend- 
ments has been denied tothe minority, and 
the house has ceased to bea deliberative 
body. It merely executes and carries 
out the decrees of the republican 
caucus. Six lawfully elected democrats 
havebeen turned out. Among them your 
gallant Compton, and as many republicans 
sworn in. In determining election cases, the 
well established rules of law and evidence 
have been disregarded, and the rule applied to 
one case discarded in another. To unseat 
Compton they threw out a precinct because 
they said colored men were prevented from 
voting, and to unseat Wise, in a similar case, 
they refused to throw out the precinct and 
counted as votes those who had not voted. 
They unseated Cate on ex parte evidence, 
taken in another state as to a different elec- 
tin. They turned out Turpin with 13,000 
majority, because the census disclosed a large 
majority of negroes in the district. By 
gach methods their majority of eight has 
‘reached twenty. The majority can now 
pass any bill they please. Failure 
tocomply with outstanding campaign obliga 
tions is not the result of a want of power. 
They have failed to do many things they 
promised to do, but they have already done 
enough to exhaust the surplus in the treasury, 
and we may expect next*year a deficiency. 
The house has passed a bill increasing taxation, 
and has refused to pass a bill providing for the 
coimage of silver. Knowing that we have an 
appeal to the people this fall, and fearing the 
result, the party in power has devised a plan to 
obtain an endorsement in spite of the popular 
will. This plan is called a federal election 
law. 

THE FORCE BILL EXPLAIND. 

Judge Crisp then explained the force bill as 
it passed the house, showing that by it 
State elections were placed entirely in the 
hands of federal oflicers, while the chief super- 
visor of each state may appoint as many dep- 
uty marshals as he desires. The marshals 
may make a house to house canvass to inquire 
into the qualification of voters, and must do 
whatever the chief supervisor orders them to 
do. Ifthe bili should be enforced he said 
hundreds of thousands of ofticers would be ap- 
pointed, and at least ten million dollars would 
be expended at every election. Such a cor- 
ruption fund was never before in the history 
ofany government appropriated out of the 
treasury of the people. Our present jury law 
provides for the appoimutment of a discreet 
person of opposite political sentiments 
to the clerk of the United States 


, Court, and these two prepare a list of jurors for 


the court. This bill repeals that law and per- 
mits the board to be all of the same political 
party. The bill declares innumerable pains 
and penalties against the people, and provides 
for a republican jury to try persous accused of 
violations of the law. A democratic voter is 
to be tried by his politieal enemies, but a re- 
publican official, who may cheat and defraud 
the voters out of their rights, is to be tried by 
& jury of his political friends. Can that pro- 
vision of the bill meet the approval of honest 
and fair-minded men? The republican cau- 
ons approved the bill with a prévision in 
44 reviving the test oath, that is 
providing no one should sit upon a jury who 
ever gave aid or comfort to the confederacy. 
hey got ashamed of that, and struck it out, 
but its insertion illustrates and demonstrates 
the feeling and animus and motive of him 
who drew the bill, and dissipates the idea that 
it was intended to be an honest or just meas- 
Ure.

BLAINE TO RETIRE. 

Mr. Blaine is going to retire from the 
cabinet. 

He stated last evening to a friend that he 
was thoroughly disgusted with the course of 
the administration, and he had definitely 
decided to retire ina short while. He is dis- 
gusted with the McKinley tartff bill, the force 
bill and with the president’s continuous inter- 
ference with the affairs of the state depart- 
ment, and for these reasons he has definitely 
determined to dissolve copartnership with the 
little man in the white house. Mr. Blaine is 
the big man of the republican party, yet he is 
thrust aside and disregarded for narrow bigots 
and blustering charlatans. He knows that 
the McKinley tariff bill and the force bill will 
prove disastrous to the republican party, and he 
is tmwilling to remain identified with the 
administration, which fathers such indefensi- 
ble blunders. 

For this reason, when these measures are 
adopted, as they will be, the Maine statesman 


will retire, and leave the administration wing 


of the party in the hands of the Maine tyrant 
and bulldozer, Tom Reed. When Mr. Blaine 
gets out, he will be free to give his reasons for 
so doing. He will then issue the protest of a 
citizen, and it will carry weight. Some of his 
friends believe he will again be a candidate for 
the presidential nomination on these very 
issues. However, the chances are that it will 
depend entirely upon his health. He is now 
in better health than he has enjoyed 
for years, and with the return of 
health has come his old ambition to be presi- 
dent. Indeed the race in 1892 may yet be be- 
tween the candidates of 1884, Cleveland vs.

White, since. his arrest, and his 
friends, have denied this charge. A letter 
from Boston to Rev. James W. Clarke, an 
Episcopal minister here, states ‘positively he 
isa negro. Mr. Clarke has known this fora 
long time, but has never taken the trouble to 
inform ahy member of Washington society of 
the fact. White has been one of t lions 
of Washington society the’ past winter and is 
said tohave been engaged to three different 
young ladies, whose fathers occupied very high 
official positions. The fact that he was 
recetved in the homes or the members 
of the cabinet, senators and representatives 
is ample testimony of this fact.. A number of 
photographs and love letters from both mar- 
ried and single women who rank high in 
society here, have been found in his room. 
These have created a genuine sensation, and 
in order to keep these matters secret many 
offers, through attorneys, have been made to 
bail the young rascal. The names of those 
who will go on his bond will not be divulged. 
The two thousand dollar bond which is re- 
quired will probably be put up in cash, and 
White will be made to leave the country.

24th; Louisville, Ky., July 24h; Nashville, Tenn., 
July 25th; Columbia, 8. C., Memphis, Tenn., St. 
Louis, Mo., July 26th; Little Rock, Ark., and 
Macon, Ga. July 28th; Montgomery,’ Ala., and 
Shreveport, La., July 30th; Kirminghaw, Ala., 
and Dallas, Tex., July sist; Atlanta, Ga., August 
ist; Chattanooga, Tenn., and Houston, ‘Tex., 
August 2d; Knoxville, Tenn., and New Orleans, 
La., August 4th; Jacksen, Miss., August 6th; Ox- 
ford, Miss., August 7th. 

Examinations for the railway mail service only 
will be held at Richmond, Va., July 22d, and 
Lynchburg, Va., August 6th. 

In view of the-large number of appointments 
s00n to be made, those who pass a creditable ex- 
amination will very likely receive early —— 
ments. Application- blanks may be obtained from 
the civil service commission at Washington, D. 
C., and may be presented to the examiner, duly 
executed, at the time of examination. No special 
examination will be given at the above named 
places, except for special pension examiner and 
medical examiner for the pension bureau.

| BUCHANAN MUST GO, 


BECAUSE THE CONVENTION I8 
UNITED AGAINST HIM. 


THE LEADING CANDIDATE BLOCKED. 


An Exciting Time in the Tennessee Demo- 
cratic State Convention—Several Un- 
successful Ballots. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 16.—[{Spectal.]— 
Owing to the large number of delegates at- 
tending the democratic state convention, and 
the great disorder that prevails, but little 
progress is being made. 

Three ballots for governor were taken at 
this morning’s session, without any 
material change. The last ballot  be- 
fore adjournment for dinner resulted: 
Buchanan, 754; Patterson, 385; Baxter, 298; 
Taylor, 168, 

At the afternoon session there were two 
more ballots, neither showing any change 
worth mentioning. 

TO BREAK INSTRUCTIONS. 

Then an attempt was made to relieve the 
delegations of instructions. This was brought 
up in a round about way. A number of the 
Henry county delegates protested that their 
delegation, instructed for Taylor, had been 
voted as a unit for Baxter, 
when the individual delegates de- 
sired to vote for men _ other than 
the ones supported by the majority. The con- 
vention then adopted a resolution requiring 
the Henry county chairman to poll his dele- 
gation, and announce the result onthe next 
ballot. This established a precedent, and all 
other delegations could have acted likewise. 
The roll was called, and Henry county voted 
last, and, as instructed, for John M. Taylor. 

Buchanan is the man who has all to lose by 
instructions being violated. When the sev- 
enth ballot was announced, still no change 
was shown, the vote being: Buchanan, 751; 
Baxter, 313; Patterson, 372; Taylor, 165. 

There were many Buchanan men ready to 
desert, but this vote showed that they were 
unwilling to violate their instructions 
without formal release of the convention 

ANOTHER ATTEMPT. 

Thereupon a broad resolution was introduced 
allowing every delegate to vote his choice, re- 
gardiess of instructions. A motion to table 
failed, and the motion to adopt would have 
been carried by a large majority, but Cnair- 
man Richardson recognized one of the 
Buchanan men on their feet, and the point 
of order that this resolution had 
practically been adopted in the Henry county 
matter, was sustained. 

Another point of order was sustained, that 
the convention could not release instructions, 
and the convention adjourned until 8 o’clock. 
There is some talk of again introducing the 
resolution and appealing from the decision of 
the chair, as Buchanan will lose many votes 
to the other three candidates as soon as the 
delegates are relieved from instructions. 

BUCHANAN IS LOSING. 

Tonight’s session was disorderly beyond de- 
scription. The delegates paid no attention to 
the chair, and during a two hours’ session only 
two ballots were taken. Thy resulted as fol- 


lows: 

Eighth ballot—Buchanan, 738; Butler, 306; 
Patterson, 382; Taylor, 178. 

Nineth ballot—Buchanan, 779; Baxter, 307; 
Patterson, 375; Taylor‘ 189. 

Buchanan lost some votes, but the chairman 
of the instructed delegations continued to 
cast the ballot himself, notwithstanding the 
protest of the members. 

A resolution owas finally adopted, 
that the roll of counties be called when there 
was any further protest, and this will cause 
the chairman to announce the vote as each 
delegation desire. 

The convention then adjourned until 9 
o’clock, when a break in the Bachanan ranks 
is looked for. 


BUCKEYE REPUBLICANS. 


Ex-Governor Foraker Makes a Speech to 
the Delegates. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 16.—The republican 
state convention met here today. Ex-Governor 
Foraker was clected temporary chairman and 
Congressman Thompson, of Portsmouth, per- 
manent chairman. Daniel J. Ryan was nomin- 
ated for secretary of state, and Judge Thad- 
deus A. Minshall for supreme judge, both by 
acclamation. 

Governor Foraker, upon taking the chair as 
temporary chairman, made a speech in which 
he said: 

I want to talk chiefly about the campaign upon 
which we are entering, but Lhavea few words to 
say first concerning that of last year. We did not 
come out of the last contest very well; we lost the 
peveraan the general assembly and the United 
States senatorship, the three great objective pur- 
poses of the canvass; and later, as a consequence, 
we lost also the lieutenant govership, control of all 
state institutions, and only time and the next 
election can tell how many representatives in con- 
press. It was a slaughter, not only forthe head of 
the ticket, but all along the line. A great 
many people rot hurt who did not 
even dream of such a thing; who supposed they 
were entirely out of harm’s way, The taxpayer, 
whose burdens were being constantly lightened, 
must now confront deficient revenues and an in- 
crease of $8,000,000 of local indebtedness at once, 
and our dissatisfied German friends of Cincin- 
nati, who, in the name of persenal liberty, de- 
serted us and fought with the enemy for their 
Sunday beer, find, to their consternation and 
amazement, that they have only brought on them- 
selves and their fellow citizens a famine of water. 

Naturally, much has been said as to the causes 
of this defeat. Some of this talk has been profit- 
able, but most of it has been worse than profitless. 
It is gratifying, therefore, to realize that we have 
now reached the point, inthe progress of time 
and events, when it is our duty to quit looking 
backward.

BUSINESS IN THE SENATE. 
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| Inquiring Into the Imprisonment of Mr. 


. Diaz—The Sundry Civil Bill. 
WASHINGTON, July 16.—In the senate, Mr. 
Pasco offered a resolution, which was referred 


‘to the conimittee on foreign relations, calling 


on the secretary of state for information as to 


the arrest by Spanish authorities, in Havana, 
of A. J. Diaz, an American citizen and a min- 


ister of the gospel. 
Mr. Power offered a resolution, which was 


agreed to, calling on the secretary of the in- 


terior for information as to the personnel of 
the geological. survey, its duties, compensa- 
tion, etc, 

A resolution to pay to the representatives of 
ex-Senators Johnston and Lewis, of Virginia, 
$4,400 each for unpaid salary, from the time 
they were entitled to seats up to the time 
when they were sworn in, was reported and 


a to. 

Mr, Payne offered a resolution, which was 
agreed to, calling on the president for informa- 
tion as to the expulsion from Guatemala of J, 
H. Hollander, a citizen of the United States. 

Mr. Teller introduced a bill giving a pension 
of $2,000 year to Mrs. Jesse Fremont. Re- 
ferred to the committe on pensions. 

Mr. Sawyer introduced a bill to establish 
limited postal and telegraph service. Referred 
to the post office conimittee. 

The senate then went into a brief executive 
session. ‘The doors were reopened at 1:30. 

On motion of Mr. Hawley, the bil! to estab- 
lish a mational military park at the battlefield 
of Chickamauga was taken from the calender 
and pasged, with some minor amendments. 

The senate resumed consideration of the 
sundry civil appropriation bil], the pending 
ainendment being to increase the appropriation 
for surveying public lands from $200,000 to 

300,000. The amendment was agreed to. 

The next amendment that provoked dis- 
cussion was one increasing the item for a topo- 
graphic survey from $200,000 to $300,000, and 
adding these words: : 

One-half of which sum shall be expended west of 
the 101st meridian and so much of the act of Oc- 
tober 2, 1888, entitled an aet making appropria- 
tions for the sundry civil expenses of the govern- 
ment for the fiscal year ending June 13, 1889, as 
provides for the selection and location of reser- 
voirs and Canals upon public lands, and the reser- 
vation of irrigable lands, is hereby repealed, pro- 
vided that the reservoir and canal sites heretofore 
located or selected shall remain segregated and 
rese m entry or settlement until otherwise 
provided by law. 

Mr. Vést inquired of Mr. Allison as®to the 
object of limitation. 

Mr. Allison replied that the object was to 
require ¢he director of the geological survey 
to ex his topographical work, that being 
the first step in ascertaining the proper places 
for the location of reservoirs, etc. It has been 
thought ~ that the director would 
be able, in that way, to use a 
considerable = portion of the funds in 
establishing reservoirs, under the regular ap- 
propriation for the geological survey. 

The debate which followed this explanation 
again brought into prominence the hostile feel- 
ing a Major Powell, chief of the geo- 
logical survey, which 1s entertained by several 
senators. The speakers were Messrs. Vest, 
Reagan, Stewart, Jones of ,Arkansas, Call, 
Spooney and others. 

Mr, Gall wound up aone hour’s speech bya 
eulogy on Major Powell as a distinguished and 
eminent scientist, who was contributing as 
much, if not more, to the happiness and prac- 
tical welfare of the people of the United States 
as any other influence. 

Da the suspension of the discussion the 
sena Ful ‘to~ authorize the construction of 
bridges Over the Savannah, Ocmulgee and 
Oconee rivers was reported and pl on the 
calendar. 

Mr. Dawes, from the committeé on appro- 
priations, reported the Indian appropriation 
bill, and said that immediately after the con-

The discussion was resumed and Mr. Plumb 
argued in support of the. amendment and in 
general defense of the desert land law, swamp 
land law and other land laws of the United 
States. He favored the repeal of the irriga- 
tion law, and said = that its reten- 
tion meant that not a single 
acre of public lands affected by 
it would ever be entered by any homestead 
settler; and charged ghat that was the object 
contemplated by the shrewd mag who drew 
up that provision in the conference committee. 

In the course of his speech he referred to the 
acquirement of great bodies of Jand by corpora- 
tions, foreign and domestic, and said tbat of 
37,000,000 acres of land which the state of 
Florida had possessed, more than one-half 
had gone the same way—and that was not by 
acts of the United States. Every single grab 
had been underwritten by an act of the legis- 
lature of Florida. 

Mr. Call replied to Mr. Plumb, and was still 
on the floor when, at 6 o’clock, without action 
on the pee amendment, the senate ad- 
journed, having disposed today of only three 
pages of the bill.

THE DENTISTS. 


SECOND DAY¥’S PROCEEDINGS OF 
THE CONVENTION. 


A GREAT EXHIBITION OF CLINICS. 


A Busy Day For the Convention—Importaut 
Papers and Live Debates—The 
Banquet Tonight. 


The dentists’ convention is in full blast now, 
and yesterday brought three very successsul 
and satisfactory sessions to a close. 

The morning session was devoted entirely 
toclinics, and many were the practical demon- 
strations of the great advancement being 
made daily in the world of dentistry. 

The dental displays were held in 
the dental college, opposite the 
postofiice, and the entire convention 
was in attendance to watch the startling 
achievements in clinics which Dr. Luckie, the 
superintendent of clinics, had arranged. 

Dr. C. L. Alexander, of Charlotte, N.C., 
gave some excellent experiments in bridge 
work, and began a bridge of nine teeth 
on two roots and one crown, which 
he will fmish today. He used porce- 
lain facings, claiming that the work 
with them is far better than other material. 

Dr. Alexander was assisted by Dr. E. 
Wagner and Dr. H. C. Herring. 

Dr. Genese,of Baltimore,made two porcelain 
crowns which could be adjusted to a root with 
perfect ease. 

Dr. J. L. Mewborn, of Memphis, assisted by 
Miss Annie Davis, did some excellent work 
preparing cavities in twenty minutes and 
filling them in twenty-seven. He used a new 
plugging machine, which is quite an improy- 
ment on the old plugger. 

Badly decayed roots were crowned in a most 
successful manner by Dr. George Evans, of 
New York. 

The method of bridge work shown practically 
by Dr. J. J. R. Patrick, of Illinois,was splen- 
didly fashioned. 

Dr. Ottolengne demonstrated why some 
drugs were better than others in dental use, 
because they did not coagulate. 

Dr. E. Palmy Brown, of New York, exhib- 
ited a very popular dental cabinet. 

Dr. J. Y. Crawford, of Nashville, dejivered 
several talks on clinics that were well spoken 
and well received. 

Dr. W. H. Marshatl, of Oxford, Miss., ex- 
hibited the Marshall matrix most successfully. 

J. L. Mewborn, Memphis, Tenn.,a rapid 
method of filling teeth by reinforeing hand 
pressure with the machine mallet; W. H. 
Richards, Knoxville, Tenn., treating 
abscesses. George Eubank, Birmingham, Ala., 
will demonstrate the excellent qualities of 
Williams’s crystaloid gold; J. Y. Crawford, 
Nashville, Tenn., crown work and dental in- 
laving with porcelain; H. E. Beach, Clarks- 
ville, Tenn., will hold an oral clinic on ortho- 
dontia; Rodrigues Attolengui; New York, im- 
plantation; ineluding his system of gold 
splints, a solid gold crown without dies and 
the effects of coagulants on albumen. 

The electrical display of the 8S. R. White 
company Was very attractive, and caught the 
eye of every dentist. Some of the appliances 
are indeed wonderful. 

After a thorough investigation of the clinics, 
the dentists adjourned the morning session to 
meet again at 3 o’clock in the Young Men’s 
Christian association hall.

The committee on education reported a 
paper on ‘“‘The Conservative Treatment of 
Dental Pulps’’ by Dr. Arthur C. Hugen- 
schmidt, of Paris, France, which was read by 
Dr. Stribb!efield.

A STRANGE YOUNG MAN, 


Who is Held in Jail for Complicity With 
Rube Burrows. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 16.—[{Spectal.J—~ 
Superintendent Agee, of the Southern Express 
company, and five detectives arrived here to- 
night from Mississippi with a prisoner, sup- 

tobe Joe Jackson, a partnerof Rube 
urrows, the noted train robber. 

The man was captfired in Columbus, Miss., 
today by the five detectives. He ve his 
name as J. B. Winslow, and denied all knowl 
edge of Rabe Burrows and train robbing. He 
had two pistolsand $160 in money when 
arrested. 

The prisoner is a tall, slender, dark-skinned 
young mnan with a black mustache. He is 
neatly dressed and talks very intelligently. 
He admits he has no regular abiding place 
and no occupation. 

Superintendent Agee, of the express coms 
pany, says the man is certainly Jackson, and 
that he has been implicated in a dozen train 
robberies in the suuth and west in the past 
five years. 

““He was the brains of the gang,” said A 
‘‘and I would rather have him a prisoner cen 
Rube Burrows himself. He has robbed trains 
in Texas, Migsissippi, and has robbed the ex- 
press Company in Alabama.” 

Superintendent Agee says that he knows 
positively he was in the Duck Hill and Bucka- 
tunna train robberies, in Mississippi, eighteen 
months ago. The ofticers have not yet decided 
where they will take him for trial, but are 
confident that. they will be able to convict him 
in any one of the three tates, 
There are rewards aggregating $5,000 
for the arrest and conviction of Jackson. 
When taken to the jail here, tonight, the 
prisoner coolly surveyed the place, as if look- 
ing for a chance to escape. e asked for a 
receipt for his money and pistols, and ordered 
a splendid lunch brought to his cell. He, also 
offered to pay the turnkey to have a cell 
cleaned for him. 


OSCAR JOHNSON’S CRIME. 


The Criminal Confesses to a Brutal Series 
of Events. 


AvGousta, Ga., July He Fe mare iP ed 
Johnson, the negro who is held for the murder 
of Lucinda Sims, made a complete and brutal 
confession today, and adds rape to the crime of 
murder. 

He seems to have made up his mind to 

tify his passion for the girl at any cost. 
he day before the murder he told her about 
his having found*a pocketbook with ala 
sum of money init, and that he wanted her 
to go with him to the place where he had 
buried it and count it with him, and see how 
much there was. 

On Friday night they set out for the place, 
Oscar with a razor in his pocket. On and om 
he carried the girl to a point a mile below the 
city, on the river bank. Here he made his in+ 
decent “~~ to his sister-in-law, which she 
refused. Then followed a strugyle, in which 
the girl severely bit Johnson’s finger, and was 
herself terribly beaten and outraged. Then, 
after wandering about awhile, he made a 
second attempt, and a second struggle and out- 
rage followed, and then murder followed the 
assault. 

After he was satisfied that the girl was 
dead, he started and reached hia mother’s 
house out on Brayton hill, about 11 o’clock. 
He left the body on the bank Friday 
night, but being apprehensive Saturday 
that his deed would be discovered, returned 
to the old field that night, and dragged the 
body tothe river. When he reached the fence 
he placed the bedy upright, got over 
the fence, and then pulled the dead girl over 
and dragged her down the banks to the river, 
and threw her into the stream. Oscar says he 
thought that the body would go on down the 
river, and that the foul act would be burieé 
among the many mysteries of this worid. 

Sunday morning, he remembered tha. 
Lucinda had his room key in her pocket, so he 
went back to the fatal spot, and there he'saw the 
girl floating about in the eddying water. He 
pulled off his clothes, laidthem onthe bank, 
waded out to Lucinda, tore her dress off, found 
the key, which had caused him considerable 
anxiety, as it might have been the clue that 
would have lead to his conviction. Oscar says 
he viewed the body swimming about in the 
water, and leftit there. He hid the dress and 
came on totown. The subsequent discovery 
of the body and the arrest of Uscar Johnson, 
have already been told. 


NINETEEN MORE RECOVERED. . 


Taking the Bodies of the Drowned from 
the Lake. 


LAKE City, Minn., July 16.—Nineteen ade 
ditional bodies have been taken out of the 
water this morning and many of them were at 
once identified. More are taken out every 
few minutes. Four unknown women and twe 
unknown men are among the number. The 
report of the arrest of Captain Wetheren ig 
discredited here today. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July ~ 16,—Searchers 
found the three missing bodies of the victims 
of the Lake Gervais cyclone early this morn- 
ing. They were close together in a marshy 
portion of the lake, one hundred feet from the 
shore. The bodies of Charles Schurmeir and 
Rev. M. Pfaefle were considerably mutilated, 
but that of Mrs. J. H. Schurmeir was not dis 
figured. 

Rep WING, Minn., July 16.—Eight bodies 
were brought up from the scene of the Lake 
City disaster this morning. In the afternoon 
sixteen more were brought up, and one was 
sent over to Lake City, and tonight another 
boat load arrived. There are ninety-five now 
on the death roll, and several others are 
missing still. 

The ies recovered today were in many 
cases so bloated and discolored as to be only 
recognizable by peculiar markings, or by the 
clothing. 


SEVEN WERE KILLED

VICKsBURG, Miss., July 16.—Reliable pers 
sons who arrived from Bastrop, La., today, say 
that seven negroes were killed and six 
wounded in the affray with a white posse near 
Merrouge yesterday.

The 
suf@vors returned home with the whites. In 
other respects, previous accounts of the con- 
flict are correct. Merrouge is twelve miles 
above Bastrop.

He further stated that time would tell 
who would rule, the Dodges or 
the people. The above and 8eV- 
eral other statements, the Dodges say, have 
caused more trouble, and they think Hall is 
again defying the court. 

They say the letter was read openly to the 
people, and has had, and will continue to 
have, a bad effect. They think the circum- 
stances warrant them in again asking that he 
be punished.

For members of the legislature they recom- 
mended to the democratic convention Felix 
Corput and S. J. Whatley, leaving the third 
member for the citizens of Rome to select, 
THE JOINT DEBATE. 

The joint debate was opened at half past one 
by R. W. Everett. The audience was prin- 
cipally members of the alliance, who were 
poisterous in their enthusiasm, and made noise 
by continuous remarks throughout the speak- 


; 

5 Everett felt that he had the crowd with 
him. He claimed that Cobb: county was for 
him, but that Clements’s friends got the ex- 
ecutive committee to put off the election 
pearly two mouths to prevent his gaining by 
the prestige of an endorsement. He said that 
long continuance in oftice breeds defeat to the 
will of the people. He objected to mass 
meetings, as it gave advantageto the one who 
controlled the locality. He denounced the 
efforts to make a change in the method of 
nominating in Floyd,as it had obtained for 
twenty years, and there was no objection, un- 
til it was seen that Clements might be de- 
feated. After stating that he would not 
bring in personalties, he said that he would 
disprove, by certificates, charges that had 
deen made against him. 

Hedenied that he wasa disorganizer. On 
the charge that he gave pledges in 1876 to 
support the nominee, and in the convention 
used efforts to beat him, he read certificates 
to prove that he was in another part of the 
state. He never but once voted against the 
nominee on the democratic ticket; acknowl 
edged that he voted for Felton; ridiculed the 
charge that he had seated white and colored 
farm hands together at his table. On the pub- 
lished charge that he had gone to Antioch 
church in June with his wife, in a one-steer 
wagon, for the purpose of gaining the ap- 
proval of the farmers, he gave a certificate of 
the deacons and preachers that this had not 
occurred. Clements had no right to home- 
stead the seventh district, and his claim that 
he always voted right did not count, as he did 
not know of any bills passed by his votes. 

MR. CLEMETS TALKS. 

At3 o’clock Mr. Clements commenced his 
address by thanking Everett for his courtesy, 
and for the division of time. He said he was 
free from malice on account of any issue ob- 
jected to any passion, and wanted to talk can- 
didly, and reason with themas friends. He 
stated the facts as to the letter from the 
St. Louis convention. His answer to their 
questions, he said was in full accord 
with their principles, except on two points. 
He answered candidly that he could not sup- 
port the government control of the railroads, 
northe subtreasury bill. These measures he 
could not endorse, but Mr. Everett had also 
written that he did not approve the bill 
to have the railroads run by the government- 
This was the issue. He went to congress on 
the democratic platform of economy, and he 
could not see it in the purchase by the govern- 
ment of railroads valued in 1884 at six thousand 
million dollars, and which would add $250,000 
tothe list of officeholders to fill railroad posi- 
tions. He could not vote forit,and did not 
belicve there was one who would if in congress. 

Mr. Everett, in his rejoinder, discussed and 
defended the subtreasury bill, but carefully 
refrained from expressing approval otherwise. 

Livingston and Stewart. 

CovinGton, Ga., July 16.—[Special.|—The 
joint discussion between Judge John D. Stew- 
art and Colonel L. F. Livingston was closed 
here today. An immense crowd, numbering 
upward of one thousand persons, had assem- 
bled to-hear them, and as the court house 
would not accommodate the people they re- 
paired to the grove in front of the female col- 
lege, and the speakers addressed them from 
the college portico. Colonel Emmett Womack 
introduced Colonel Livingston in a speech 
which was largely devoted toa discussion of 
the alliance movement, and praise of the 
same. 

LIVINGSTON SPEAKS. 

Colonel Livingston was greeted with 
plause, and proceeded to speak in about 
the same strain and in substance as he 
has spoken at various places throughout the 
district. As your columns have already con- 
tained full reports of his and Judge Stewart’s 
speeches, I will not attempt to give a synopsis 
of them here. During his speech a considera 
ble number of the crowd manifested their ap- 
proval of his position on the subtreasury bill, 
but there were many who did not seem to ap- 
prove it. 

Mr. John MRoequimore, a farmer 
and an allianceman, introduced Judge 
Stewart in a manner _ that was 
ralculated to secure for him a favorable hear- 
ng. Judge Stewart is well and favorably 
Xnown in this county, and was greeted with 
ipplause when he arose to speak. 

JUDGE STEWART’S REPLY. 

His reply to Colonel Livingston was dis- 
passionate and argumentative, and was 
addressed to the reason and judginent of his 
hearers. He received from many of them fre- 
quent evidences of their hearty approval of the 
Views that he was advocating. As there were 
many in the crowd who were not particularly 
demonstrative, no accurate estimate could be 
made as to the relative strength of the 
two candidates, but it was apparent 
that the friends of Colonel Livingston were in 
the majority. 

Colonel Livingston replied to Judge Stewart 
in a fifteen minutes’ speech, and after he had 
finished speaking, Colonel R. T. Nesbitt made 
a speech in advocacy of his candidacy for the 
office of commissioner of agriculture. He will 
&et some votes in this county, but the county 
will go for Colonel J. T. Henderson.

ALL QUIET AT KEARSE. 


The Negroes Haye Put Up Their Arms and 
Returned to Work. 

BLACKVILLE, 8. C., July 16.—The prompt 
and determined action of the white people of 
Barnwell county prevented any further 
trouble at Kearse settlement. Most of the 
detachment of military who went to Kearse at 
the pleading cry from the people have re- 
turned from the scene of trouble. An Asso- 
ciated Press representative saw the captain of 
the relief squad and from him obtained the 
latest news from the scene of the race conflict. 
He said: 

“‘T have not the slightest doubt but that there 
would haye been very serious trouble at 
Kearse’s had our squad not arrived promptly 
on the field. The news that aid had been 
sought and was coming was soon diffused and 
the Mlegroes, if they at. any time had desperate 
intentions, abandoned them, for the present 
at-least. The show of determination on the 
part of the whites of the county has, it is 
thought by all, hadits effect on the negroes, 
and no further trouble is anticipated. The ne- 
groes have all returned to their work. 

‘Eleven negroes ambushed several young 
white men, but they have all left the country 
of their own volition and cannot be found. 
The body of Grant, the negro who was riddled 
with bullets, was viewed by many of the ne- 
groes. There is no excitement in the neigh-— 
borhood. The colored women, who are gen- 
erally the most boisterous, talk quietly about 
the conflict. If possible the ambushers will 
be arrested. Several white men were wounded, 
but are getting along as well ascould be ex- 
pected. Mr, Kearse is probably fatally 
wounded. Medical assistance from Charles-

Fulton county gives Clark Howell hearty 
endorsement and substantial backing in_ his 
sace for the speakership of the next house of 
representatives. For the third time, the 
democracy of this county has placed Mr. 
Howell at the: head of its legislative ticket, 
each time giving him the highest vote of any 
of the candidates before the primaries. 

Mr. E.W. Martin and Colonel John B. 
Goodwin, are the other successful candidates, 
and, asisshown by the figures above, they 
are close behind Mr. Howell. Both made 
excellent races, and both are excellent men. 

The defeat of Mr. O'Neill was @ great sur- 
prise to the many friends of that gentleman, 
who worked hardin his behalf. He had strong 
elements opposing him, but_ made a gallant 
fight and certainly has no cause to fee] 
ashamed of his defeat.

Howell's third term in the Geor- 
gia house of r.; resentatives, he having been first 
elecied to that body four years aco. In the sessions 
of the irst legislature of which he was a member, 
althcugh one of its youngest members, he at once 
took a prominent position and made a record 
which received at the hands of his constituents 
hearty endorsement. 

In his second race he stood first in the prima- 
mes, as he had done when he madc his first race, 
and now for the third time he polis the largest 
vote of any of the candidates.

For a short time last night, it looked as if 
Mr, Martin would show up in_ the 
lead. This was due to a report from the sixth 
ward which gave Mr. Howell only 309 votes, 
when, as is explained below, he received 409. 
The managers in that ward. made no. report, 
but will do so, with those of the other wards 
and precincts, to the county executive com- 
mittee at noon today. 

Chairman Culberson has called a meeting of 
that committee for 12 o’clock, noon, today to 
Teceive and consolidate the returns, and he re- 
quests all the members of the committee to be 
on hand. He also urges the election man- 
agers to be theis promptly with their official 
returns, 


The story of the day is here told in detail. 

The vote was a light one in all parts of the 
county, as not more than one-half of those 
fegistered voted. 

There were, however, scenes of activity 
about all the polling places. The friends of 
the different candidates were out in force, all 
Working earnestly for their favorites, but 
Without exception the rules and regulations of 
the county executive committee were ob- 
served.

The Fourth Ward. 

In the fourth ward the yote stood Howell, 
109; Goodwin, 130; Martin, 116; O’Neill, 70;

The managers were J. R. Whitesides, T. J. 
Buchanan and T. L. Bishop. From the time 
that the polls opened at the polling place, 
corner of Bell and Decatur streets, the workers 
were on hand,each going tooth and toe nail 
for his man or men. All day long 
the work went on, and along  iate 
in the afternoon, when it became evident that 
some of the candidates were very badly left, 
those still hopeful redoubled their efforts. 

Finally, when the result was announced, 
there was little surprise, as everybody was pre- 
pared for it.

AN EYE WITNESS TELLS OF THE 
EXPLOSION 


AND THE SCENES FOLLOWING IT. 


The Rush of the Employes From the Cart- 
ridge Factory—The Buildings Totter 
and Fall—The Work of Rescue. 


CrincINNATI, July 16.—Twelve were killed 
and fourteen injured at the explosion, yester- 


| day, at King’s Mills. Mr. Joseph Proctor, a 


well known resident of Columbus, arrived in 
the city on a Pennsylvania train at midnight. 
He was an eye-witness to the terrible affair, 
and gavea very vivid account of the explosion. 
The gentleman was still suffering from the 
effects of his experience, and trembled visibly 
when talking. 

“I hardly know how I can describe the 
awful occurrence, I am still dazed from the 
effects of the shock. I was-visiting a friend 
near King’s Mills, and, during the afternoon, 
sauntered up the road to the cartridge factory. 
I inspected it thoroughly and chatted with 
some of the workmen for quite a while. When 
the freight train came along, I started 
toward my friend’s house, which is 
over the hill overlooking the works. On 
reaching the top of the hill I turhed around 
just as thefreight train was making a switch 
to a side track. 

‘I saw a brakeman on one of he cars as they 
shot on to the) side track ank he 
was waving his hand to some 
one on the train. As I looked I saw two de- 
tached cars bump against what I supposed was 
an empty car on the side track. An instant 
later there wasa rumbling noise, and then the 
very ground beneath me seemed to open. I 
saw a puff of smoke, followed a second later 
by another, and the cars disappeared. The 
station and powder house and dwelling 
seemed to follow, and the work of destruction 
had only just commenced. All 
this occurred quicker than I_ re- 
late it and stood rooted to 
the ground. I had an idea, of course, of what 


] had. occurred, but I could not realize it. I 


knew that many lives were going out, but I 
was powerless to lend any assistance. 
dense volumes of flame and smoke came pour- 
ing from the doors and windows of the 
cartridge factory, and I saw men, women and 
children tearing at each other, in their frantic 
endeavors to escape. 

‘*The explosion and fire at the cartridge fuse 
seemed to be simultaneous. The building did 
not catch on fire inthe ordinary way, but the 
flames seemed to penetrate the doors and 
windows from all sides, I saw a 
number of women come out, but 
some certainly perished in the flameg A 
dwelling house below the cartridge house was 
blown from its foundations and dashed to the 
ground. Inthis building a mother and child 
lost their lives. How longI stood I do not 
know, but I managed to make my way to the 
scene, and others in the neighborhood were 
also gathering. The scene was one of the 
most awful I ever witnessed. The railroad 
tracks were twisted and torn like so much 
poone and telegraph poles and wires were 

urned like so much tinder. A car load of 
coal about sixty feet distant caught fire and 
burned up. We got to work as ‘scon as possi- 
ble, and I know we got fully a 
dozen women and men from the powder 
house. There was not one but was 
bruised.

MAYOR GLENN MAKES AN INSPEC- 
TION AND HAS A WORD TO SAY. 


People, He Says, Have Not Been Drinking 
Oll in the Water—No Dead Fish—The 
Cows That Drank Oil. 


Mayor Glenn visited the waterworks reser 
yoir, yesterday, to satisfy himself as to the 
condition of the water being used by the city. 

His examination very effectually explodes 
the sensational stories as to the impurity of 
the water, and proves that it is all right. 

“While I was satisfied, said he, “that there 
was no danger of the oil getting into the water 
that was used by the people in Atlanta, yet IT 
had heard so much talk about it, and so many 
people had asked me, that I determined to go out 
and examine for myself the condition of affairs 
at the waterworks. I found that asmall por- 
tion of the surface of the lake was covered 
with the cotton seed oil, but the wind had 
blown it up into two prongs of the lake, where 
by means of booms it had been confined; and 
about half of it had already been pumped off 
into barrels and broughtinto the city; and by 
Sat#rday night Iam satisfied that all of it 
will be removed from the surface of the 
water.”’ 

“Did any of the oil ever get into the pipes 
that brings the water to the city, and has any 
af it been used by the people of Atlanta in the 
water.” | 

“Tt is utterly impossible for any of this oil 
to have come through the pipes into the city, 
and all who say that they have detected the 


| oil in the water are mistaken and only imagine 


it. The oil, of course, is on the surface of the 
pond, and the water which comes to the city 
is taken from the pond at least twenty feet 
‘below the surface, and not a drop of 
the oil has ever gone below the sur- 
face. After the water is taken from the pond 
it passes through the filters, and if by any pos- 
sibility any of the oil hadfgone into the filters, 
it would have been removed from the water. 
The water goes from the filters into a basin of 
clear water, and I examined that basin care- 
fully, and not a drop of oil wason it. From 
this basin of clear water; the water is pumped 
into the city, and even here the water is 
taken at least ten feet _be- 
below the surface. Soif any oil should get on 
the surface it would be impossible for it to get 
into the pipes which convey it to the city. 
The superintendent and the chlef engineer 
stated to me that if they were ordered to send 
some of this oil through the pipes into the 
City, they could not do it, as they had no meane

~ “What about the dead fish ?”’ 

“IT examined that very carefully 
and all reports about the fish being dead are 
false. I saw some of the fish, and they are 
about as full of life as any Ihave ever seen.”’ 

‘*What about the oil killing cows?’’ 

“T heard thata few cows had been made 
sick from drinking the oil, but know nothing 
from my own knowledge about it. I under- 
stand that cows are y fond of this oil, and 
will drink large quantities of it. They did not 
drink it from the city pond. I presume they 
must have drank it out of the branch before it 
reached the pond.”’ 

“What about the soda that was said to be 
dissolved in the oil ?”’ 

“A small quantity of soda, I understand, 
was dissolved in the oil, and I suppose that it 
still remains with the oil on the surface of the 


‘pond. Ifthe soda was mixed with the water 


of the pond, the quantity is so small that it 
would not have the slightest affect on the wa- 
ter. But it neyer reached the water and never 
will, If I had any doubt about the con- 
dition of the water I would frankly 
state it to the people who are 
using it; but Ihave no such doubt. I drink 
the water myself, and the officials of the 
waterworks drink it as they always have done. 
I know that it is as pure and as good as it has 
ever been. I walked all around the pond, 
aml rode over the greater portion of itina 
boat, and my statement as to the condition of 
the pond is not from hearsay.”

Mr. H. L. Atwater and Colonel Thomas 
Corrigan have returned from Denver, -where 
the Travelers’ Protective association held its 
Jast annual convention, 

At the annual convention of the Southern 
Travelers’ association Mr, Atwater and Mr, 
Corrigan were elected delegates to represent 
the State Travelers’ association at the Trav- 
elers’ Protective association convention. This 
representation being sent at the’requst of the 
Travelers’ Protective association because the 
question of federation of the various. travelers’ 
associations was lo be diseussed after the rou- 
tine business of the convention was finished. 

g Messrs. Corrigan and Atwater are loud in 
their praise of the lavish hospitality of the 
ple of Colorado. 

A reporter of Tur Constitution met Mr. 
Atwater yesterday and asked him: 

“How many delegates were at the conven- 
tion at Denver?” : 

“About JOO regular delegates of the Tray- 
slers’ Protective associaiion. Besides these, 
there were about fifty in the capacity of Mr. 
Corrigan and myself, who were delegates by 
courtesy. These, of course, like ourselves, be- 
Jong to the various travelers’ associations of 
America, outside of the Travelers’ Protective 
association. We of the Southern Travelers’ 
association were shown favors and special 
courtesy Was extended to us—for no associa- 
tion seemed to be regarded with as much iin- 
portance by the Travelers’ Protective associa- 
tien asthe Southern Travelers’ association. 
We had the honor of a seat on the fioor during 
the deliberations of the association, which 
privilege was granted by special 
resolutions and during the sessions 
of the body we were calied upon for the infor- 
mation as tothe condition of the Southern 
Travelers’ association in the south.” 

“Tmportant measures were up ?”’ 

“Yes, the most important, and the first mat- 
ter under discussion was whether the Trav- 
elers’ Protective association would disband, 
but the manifest enthusiasm of the delegates 
discarded the idea of disbanding and 
the determination for the perpet- 
vation of the organization was evident, 
and convinced everybody that the Travelers’ 
Protective association is an organization of the 
future for power and good. The next question 
discussed was the benefit feature, which 
seeined to meet general approval, and the 
proper committees were appointed to digest 
and formulate a feasible scheme in that re- 

ard.” é 

“What about the question of federation ?’’ 

“That question was thoroughly discussed at a 
mass meeting ofall the delegates of all the asso- 
ciations, held at the famous Manitou Springs, 
after leaving Denver upon the great excursion. 
At that meeting 500 people were present. It 
was he!d in the open air in the most romantic 
spot on this continent. Mr. M. J. Pickering, of 
Pennsylvania, ex-president of the ‘‘Travelers’ 
Protective association,’’ and the newly elected 
chairman of the national legislative committee, 

resided. All the delegations were heard 
ate and when the Southern Travel- 
ers were called for, the call brought forth en- 
thusiastic cheers. Icould always rely upon 
my friend Corrigan to uphold the Southern 
Travelers’ association, and his speech caught 
the popularear and elicited more applause 
than any made by the many eloquent gentle- 
men on that evening. In fact, in all. the 
speech-making ogg | the trip, Georgia never 
turned up lacking. he question of federa- 
tion met unanimous approval and a committee 
of one from each association was appointed 
to suggest practical affiliation or federation of 
the ditferent organizations. I had the honor 
of being appointed to represent the Southern 
Travelers’ association on that committee, and 
we are to meet at some central int next 
month, to conclude upon a basis of federation, 
which conclusion will be submitted to the 
various associations.” 

“Our whole trip,’’ continued Mr. Atwater, 
“was full ofimportant and interesting feat- 
ures. The convention in Denver was in ses- 
sion four days. These were four days and 
nights of constant enjoyment with receptions 
and other entertainments. Nothwithstanding 
a large number of visitors and delegates had 
left the city, on short excursions, on Thursday 
the 26th, there were 800 traveling men in the 
great procession. On Friday the excursion 
started to the various parts of 
the mountains. The official dele- 
gates were taken on an excursion 
over the Rocky mountains, around what they 
call the great loop, covering a distance of about 
900 miles. The excursionists, with their wives 
and daughters were divided into two sections 
numbering 500 people. We traveled upon a 
silver pass, of which I am informed 2,000 were 
issued as souvenirs at a cost of 80c 
a piece. That pass entitled the holder 
to many _priviliges on the _ route. 


‘We visited Manitou, with its thousand attrac- 


tions and its fine springs, where the reception 
an:i grand ball were given. We were tendered 
a mid-day banquet at Leadville, and on the 
27th two hundred and fifty people, composing 
the last section, were permitted to visit the 
snow fields, while at; an elevation of nearly 
twelve thousand feet, and engage in snow- 
balling. The _ thrift city of Pueblo 
its people opened 
their arms to receive us. At Greenwood 
Springs the entire party were treated to the 
fainous sulphur baths. We were tendered a 
mid-day reception at the beautiful town of 
Buena Vista, and at a lovely grove in front of 
the hotel we were refreshed with a magnifi- 
cent trout banquet, at which all the pretty 
girls in the district gathered and served the 
hungry army. 

‘We were simply surfeited with kindnesses 
and lavish hospitality and we found every- 
where, that a southern man was made to feel 
at home and the southern delegates received 
the special attention of the big-hearted people 
of the Rocky mountains.”

| THE FEDERAL COURT. 


CHRISTOPHER CLARKE GOESTO THE 
KULL LIMIT OF HIS SENTENCE. 


His Motion For New Trial Overruled—Ru- 
mors of His Intention to Suicide— 
The East and West R. R. 


An air-of business once again settled over 
the federal court room, as Judge Newman 
took his place on the bench yesterday morning 
and callea the special term to order. 

The first case taken up by the court was the 
motion for a new trial by Christopher Clarke, 
the sentenced conspirator who was, at the last 
term of the court, tried and convicted for 
leading se-eral moonshiners against two 
revenue officers. 

The men were charged with firing fifteen 
shots at the officers, and the evidence of the 
officers was that the men were recognized in 
the light of their firing in the darkness and be- 
hind ambush. | 

Mr. F. A. Quillian, attorney for Christopher 
Clarke displayed before the court 
all the new 4, evidence in the 
caso as set forth in the various affidavits,. 
already published in THE CONSTITUTION. 

He argued that this new evidence proved an 
alibi for Clarke as well as for others charged 
with the attack, and urged that this was suf- 
ficient claim for a new trial. 

@Colonel Ed A. Angier conducted the case 


for the United States. 

Judge Newman, after carefully reviewing 
the case, sustained the verdict of guilty and 
overruled the motion for a new trial. 

According to his ruling the case will go to 
the United States supreme court, but the law 
which he cited to confirm all his decisions, of- 


fers but little hope for Clarke. 

There was a rumor about the federal 
court room yesterday that Christopher 
Clarke had threatened to commit 
suicide if he was sen* to the penitentiary, but 
the rumor was not substantiated by the sheriff. 

It will be remembered that Clarke is be- 
trothed to a red-cheeked mountain lassie, and 
has since his arrest been allotted an 
estate of 1,600 acres of mineral lands 
This seems to weight him with 
almost intolerable woe in the face of his sen- 
tence to serve six years in the penitentiary at 
Columbus, Ohio. 

HE IS NATURALIZED. 

An application was made before Judge New- 
man by William Hay, of Campbell county, for 
naturalization papers, which were granted, 

Mr. Hay is a native of Scot and, and is 
seventy years old. He arrived in — 
was in the unionarmy through the war until 
he was discharged at Selma, Ala. 

He then came to Campbell county, in this 
state,and there resided until now. Heis the only 
applicant that has asked for naturalization 
papers at the United States court this year. 

THE EAST AND WEST RAILROAD. 

Judge F. 8. Ferguson, who was appointed 
special master over all intervening claims 
against the East and West Railroad, of Ala- 
bama, and those of receiver, filed report of his 
action with Mr. O. C. Fuller, clerk of the 
court, yesterday. :

In this view of it 
he will have the sympathy of all men; but 
there may be, and I think it probable, that 
there will be a considerable surplus remaining 
from the sale of the railroad, after paying its 
preferred debts and that the intervener will 
ultimately be paid in full. The counsels for 
the intervener have referred me to authorities 
tothe effect that the court could order the 
damages paid out of the trust fund. 

‘Be that as it may, I do not feel authorized 
to report on a matter that is wage in the dis- 
cretion and conscience of the court, to 
which this interventor may trust whatever 
equitable right he may have.”’ 

THE COURT ADJOURNS. |

cials, Judge Newman adjourned court until 
October.

DICK LATHAM'S SUIT. 


HE WANTS $10,000 DAMAGES FROM 
THE CENTRAL RAILROAD. 


He Claims Thatthe Company Hes Injurned 
His Good Name and Prospecta 
Generally. 


Dick Latham, through his attorney, Colone} 
Thomas W. Latham, has brought suit for $10,- 
000 against the Central Railroad and Banking 


company. ; 

Dick claims that he was unjustly arrested 
and accused of having placed the crosstie on 
the track of the road near MePherson barracks 
last year, which resulted in the wrecking of a 
train and killing of the engineer and fireman. 

Later, when the watchman out near the 
barracks found.a piece of iron on the track, 
Dick was arrested and putin jail by a man 
who claimed to be a detective, and who was 
working for the reward offered for the arrest 
of the perpetrator of these dark crimes, —_ 

Dick had no money and no trends, except 
Colonel Latham, Who had raised him froma 
child, and. who came to his rescue in his time 
of peril. 

After repeated efforts to secure a trial for 
his client, the detective having disappeared, 
Colonel Latham was at last enabled to pro- 
cure Dick’s discharge from jail, but the latter 
had been greatly damaged. He had suffered 
much from sickness, and the fact that he had 
been accused of such grave crimes caused 
people to dec ine to employ him, and from 
having hada_ position at the oil mills, where 
he earned $1.50 per day, he was reduced to the 
situation of not being able to procure work of 
any kind, at any price, and he claims that his 
capacity for earning meney was redueed one- 
half, at least. 

The reason why Colonel Latham took such 
an interest in the case was the fact that he had 
been raised up on his father’s Campbell — 
county plantation with Dick, who, with his 
mother and brother, 
Colonel Latham's 
that Dick had always been a 
sober, honest and industrious negro, 
and when he heard of his trouble he went at 
once to his rescue. 

The petition sets forth that the woman and 
her two children, one of whom was Dick, were 
sold to Colonel Thomas Latham before the 
war, and when he died they became the prop- 
erty of Mr. William L. Latham, He sold the 
mother but kept the boys. 

After the war Mrs. Latham, the mother of 
Colonel Thomas W. Latham, had Dick 
bound to her, as was often the case in those 


father. He knew 


the old plantation home. Ho was always a 
favorite servant with the family, and even 
after he became his own master the family 
always took an interest in his welfare. 

And this was why Dick found a friend in 
the lawyer, through whose efforts he was en- 
abled to come clear of the terrible charges pre- 
ferred against him. 

The petition avers that there was no crosstie 
placed on the track, and that a defect in 
the rail was the cause of the accident, 
and that the eompany used: every effort to 
secure his conviction, so as to be able to keep 
from paying any damage suit that might be 
instituted by the relatives of the men who 
were killed. It also claimsthat the detective, 
who was a stranger from the north, took 
unfair advantage of the petitioner, going with 
him on the streets and inducing him to drink, 
so that he would conféss himself guilty of a 
crime that he had not committed. 

So soon as hewas released from custody, 
Colonel Latham, who was not content 
with simply having saved his client; set 
about securing justice for the injured man, 
and the damages to his characterand person 
were fixed at $10,000, and a vigorous fight will 
be made for the negro by his former master.
